Claims 1-3 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of the claims in this case is the inclusion of a lighting device for 
a skateboard, where the lighting device includes central tube with a bearing and a 
magnetic ring mounted thereto, a coil mounted to an inner ring concentrically disposed 
and radially spaced relative to the magnetic ring and a plurality of LEDs provide on an 
outer periphery of a wheel for the board, the LEDs connected with a conductive circular 
casing connected with the inner ring, in combination with the other elements recited not 
found in the prior art of record.
